emergency, ask the U.S. Forestry Service, The Florida Forestry 
Department, The Florida National Guard, 14 Volunteer Fire 
Departments, the Lake County Sheriff and the 4,000 residents of 
Astor and Astor Park, Florida. 

Following a extremely dry winter and spring, the forests of 
Florida were tinder dry. Everyone expected forest fires unless the 
_ rains came, but what no one expected was a series of massive fires 
that destroyed more than 100,000 acres of Florida forest and hun- 
- dreds of homes. 

While hams served many places in the state during the 
emergency, this is the story of the Ocala National Forest Fire in 
~ Lake County as lived by NQ4P, the ARRL District Emergency 
Coordinator for the area and the scores of Hams who joined the 
battle. 

' May 20th marked the beginning of the fire in the Ocala National 
Forest. High winds, gusting to more than 50 m.p.h. had driven

I 
continued on to work W5LDV Houston and N5AMA Younsville, La. both with incredibly 
strong signals, among the strongest I have ever seen on 1296 or anywhere else. My contact 
with the last two lasted about an hour until I finally shut down at 1 A.M. This opening was 
almost a pipe line into Palm Bay. Neither WA4DFS or K4NTD reported hearing these 
station quite this strong.

SIMULATED AIRPLANE CRASH

On May 16th, Operation Echo took place in Dade County. It was a 
simulated airplane crash in the Everglades, participated in by 
County fire, police, emergency preparedness, and aviation 
departments. 

Also participating were the Coast Guard, Air Force, Army 
medivac, and commercial airlines, who supplied helicopters and 
fixed wing aircraft for the exercise. 

The amateur radio community was asked to participate by the 
fire department, organizers of the exercise. The amateurs supplied 
communications among six participating hospitals, the crash site, 
Miami International Airport, and the command center at Opa Loca 
Airport Fire Station. 

Dozens of victims, completely made up to simulate Code 1 and 2 
injuries were evacuated from the crash site by helicopter and 
ambulance to the various Dade hospitals. 

The amateur radio operators supplied identification and arrival 
information from the hospitals to the Miami International Airport

situation room for the effected airline. An average of only 17 
minutes elapsed from landing time to complete transmission of 
names and triage tag numbers of the victims to the airline. 

The various participating agencies, including F.A.A. observers 
lauded the amateurs for their superb communications per- 
formance, and it was agreed all around that the amateurs had the 
best communications of all the participating agencies. 

The F.A.A. official encouraged the amateurs to continue to 
develop their participation in these types of air crash situations.

BY COLONEL CHARLES STANLEY JR., 
DEPUTY CHIEF OF STAFF FOR OPERATIONS, 
U.S. ARMY INFORMATIONS SYSTEMS COMMAND

Everybody enjoys knowing where he fits into the “big picture.” 
Army MARS’s big picture is the U.S. Army Information Systems 
Command, of which I am Deputy Chief of Staff for Operations. We 
are a $1.7 billion operation, with about 33,000 military and civilians 
stationed all around the world. 

What are our operations? Besides MARS we maintain just about 
all of the Army’s communications, plus the Hot Line, plus the 
Army’s Air-traffic control, plus computers, plus audio-visual, plus 
. . . but you will want to hear about MARS, right? Well, let me start 
by saying that I am an active MARS member myself, and so is my 
boss, Lt. General Page. (He phone-patches to the Pacific; I con- 
centrate on U:S. traffic nets.) And I can tell you that last year you 
folks saved your soldiers and their families over $1.5 million in 
message expenses as well as providing about half a million dollars 
worth of training of our radio operators. 

Just as important is the potential MARS has to provide com-

munications under national emergencies when other systems fail 


or are overloaded. One of my goals is to keep our leaders aware of 
your capability. For example, the Director of the National Com- 
munications System knows we are here and is using us for national 
exercises. 

What improvements would I like to see? Well, I would like us to 
be more involved in communications exercises. To be effective, we 
must be pros! We must be able to establish networks and pass 
traffic under adverse conditions. To do this, we must practice and 
demand quality of operations. 

Therefore, we need to instill a sense of purpose in all of our nets — 
we need to enforce standard voice, teletype, and CW procedures.

When conditions are poor — don’t just complain and let our 
potential enemy know of our frustration. Take advantage of the 
situation by establishing your nets anyway and passing some 
traffic, even if you have to shift to CW or say words twice. We all do 
well in an armchair-copy net; it’s tough things that need practice. 
Remember, poor practices waste good net time, and new operators 
tend to copy what they hear — so let’s be pros, correcting and 
helping each other.

The winds dropped the night of May 20, and gave fire fighters a 
chance to plan their tactics and the Hams to gather. 

Saturday, May 21, the U.S. Weather Bureau predicted no rain and 
winds gusting to 20 m.p.h. 

The fire was now threatening Astor and Astor Park and was 
burning along State Road 40, State Road 445 and 445A and State 
Road 19. It was also threatening the recreation areas at Alexander 
Springs. 

In Volusia County it had already destroyed more than 150 homes. 

In Tavares that Saturday morning at 6:30 a.m. the hams 
gathered and headed north under the escort of authorities. No road 
blocks for the hams. 

In Tavares, KB4MOG, a 19-year-old college coed, with a two- 
month-old General class license, assisted by veteran ham W40QF 
reopened the repeater emergency net and set up liaison stations 
with other repeaters and other agencies. 

At Astor Fire Base, NS4A, himself a fire fighter, offered to shut 
down his repeater on 146.895 so that there would be a clear simplex 
frequency available. 

Meanwhile, WA4MIH had set up a second simplex control station 
at the U.S. Forestry Service’s Com-Center at Camp Ocala. This’ 
would mean two simplex base stations would offer dual location 
listening to the Hams at the fire front. In fact, no ham was ever out 
of touch with one of the two stations. In addition the station at Camp. 
Ocala acted as liaison between the Forestry Service and the 
civilian fire departments. . 

‘“‘The radios pumped new energy into us,”’ said’one fire chief. “‘It 
meant that instead of coming all the way back to the fire base for 
orders, we could be radio dispatched, or we could call for help.” 

And calling for help was to be important as the morning wore on. 
Big four-engined water bombers roared over the fire dropping tons 
of water, as did helicopters, each suspending huge canvas water 
buckets on cables. But, the fire was not being stopped. 

At Astor Fire BAse, NS4C and KB4HOD, were busy dispatching 
fire trucks and pumps, each manned by a ham carrying a 2 meter 
handy talkie, extra batteries and a mag mount antenna. The 
Sheriff’s Department next asked for Hams to act as relay com- 
municators to the fire front, and they were sent. 

By noon, it appeared that the only hope of saving Astor and Astor 
Park would be a backfire to be set along Blue Creek Lodge road. If 
that should fail, the towns would have to be evacuated. 

Almost all the available fire trucks and forestry equipment 
formed the battle line along that road, but the winds rose and 
before the back fire could be well lighted, the fire front hit the road. 

The fire fighters were overwhelmed. Only the fire fighting air- 
craft, dropping their water loads right on the firemen, saved lives. 
And, it was the hams with those units who reported conditions, and 
passed the orders that finally extracted the fire trucks and men to 
safety. 

It was like Vietnam. Smoke and flames, as if from Napalm 
strikes were everywhere. 

The fire units were radio dispatched back toward Astor Park and 
the Hams relayed the house-to-house evacuation orders to the 
Sheriff’s Deputies. 

But, as the fire raged toward Wildwood Campground, where 50 
trailers and 100 propane gas tanks waited, the Fire Coordinator 
discovered that the town Cemetery was in the path of the flames 

_ and offered another possible firebreak. 
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Astor and Astor Park were saved Saturday afternoon by a 
combination of luck and bravery. The fire crews ran a bulldozer 
through the cemetery to plow a needed fire break as the grass was 
already ablaze, the Ham equipped fire trucks were able to call for 
help at ‘‘hot spots”’ and the winds began to drop. 

The fight went on all night, but by Sunday morning, despite the 
fact there was no rain forecast, fire fighters had nppes that they 
might contain the fires. 

Arsonists struck behind the fire line Sunday morning, but again, 
ham radio dispatched fire units responded so quickly that these 
blazes were checked. Because of the confirmed arson attempts, 
authorities ordered the national forest closed and off limits to 
visitors. 

Now, ham radio was to begin another, equally vital service. The 
firemen were nearing exhaustion and they needed food and drink. 
The women of the town were providing food, but how to get it to the 
fire units was the question. The answer was to start a mobile food 
service with a Ham on the food mobile to locate the units. 

By Sunday afternoon the enormous resources of the Federal 
Government were beginning to converge on the Ocala National 
forest. Where bulldozers had been worth their weight in gold 
Saturday, they were in surplus Sunday night. Hundreds of veteran 
firemen were being airlifted into the fire front, but again, radio 
communications from agency to agency depended largely on 
Amateur Radio. 

Monday was to be a true test for the Hams. Many wondered how 
long the Hams could furnish communications. The weekend was 
ideal, but with Monday, many Hams would need to leave the fire 
and report to jobs. 

While the fire was still out of control, there were rain clouds and 
the containment was slowly circling the fire area. 

The Hams kept answering the calls of the Emergency Coor- 
dinators and many took leave of their jobs and stayed. One Ham, 
WB4HXS, from Orange County, closed his business and stayed on 
to provide radio communications to the Fire Coordinator. 

Several hams, from as far away as Chicago, on vacation to places 
like Disney World, scrapped their vacation and joined the fire 
fighting. 

Monday afternoon the rains came and by Monday night the fire 
was fully contained, burning only in isolated areas. 

The Amateur Radio Emergency Service radio net shut down that 
evening and the Hams took down their antennas and loaded the 
cars. They found, however, that strong bonds had been forged be- 
tween radio operators and firemen, Again, it was like troops saying 
goodbye at the end of a war. Promises never to forget or lose touch 
were exchanged. 

Repeatedly, officials said ‘“We couldn’t have done it without the 
Hams.”’ 

The logs indicated more fan 50 hams actually served at the fire, 
while an equal number acted as liaison. More than 3,000 messages 
had been dispatched. Friday, Saturday and Sunday. At the peak of 
the action, messages were being sent at the rate of two and three 
per minute. In fact, to save time, and aid officials, tactical calls 
were used. Each fire department responded with the name of the 
town it represented. The Hams at Fire Base Astor sounded like big 
city dispatchers. 

The Hams of Lake County has been training for hurricane 
season, but the training paid off at the fire. The Hams from 
surrounding counties also responded to Lake County’s need. There 
was no malicious interference, no pettiness, no prima donnas, just 
Hams doing their jobs. 

There was a sign in the Fire House at Astor Base. It was meant 
for volunteer firemen, but the Hams quickly adopted the message. 
It read: ‘‘We may be volunteers, but we are professionals.”’
